Consequently asubstitute for the
rovernmont must ve found, It is needloss to
By, you uave this under your nose, in the
Union Pacitle 0 fur ns it covers tho arid
roglons, 'Too tracks of that company trav-
erse nine states and territories, It owes tho
genornl government between  $50,000,000 and
Bru, 000,000, What will be easier and mors
practical than for congress to authorize the
compuny toset nsivde annnally o stited sum
of its earnings as an offset 10 {ts fndebted-
pess and proceed at oncs, under the supor-
vision of government  englneers, to
build  irrigating  works and branch
lines nod plunt  colonies on tho Iands
no  irrigated!  The government owoing
alternato sections will ba bonefited by tho
enhanced value of the land, and the company
will devolop settlement, ete., secire greator
earniugs and pay off its government debt
without feeling it in about twelve years,

The detall= of such an arrangoment can be
made simple,  ‘That s, whenever the gov-
ernment engineer flnishod a set of frrigating
works let him certify to it, and then the
Rovernment can give the company a receipt
for the money expended. With the bravch
Hues, the same method can be used—the
government either aceapting the branch
rond and leasing it to the compuny
or acsepting 4 first mortgage on the
branch road, so the government can sell it in
open market for the eredit of the company,
This Is my notion of tho thing and vou can
enlarga on it. ‘The ultimate effect of such a
plan wilt be that it will be the mightiest
movement in the material development of the
country, opening a tromendous market for
tne products of our farms and manufac-
torlies, E. P\ Tear.

Local ond forelgn capital is
said to be laterested. The route 18 all sur
voyed, It is to eross the Groeat Salt lake w
few miles west of Opden, thenos across tho
American desert, throngh the Sierra Nevadn
by tunneéls and on 1o the const.

T'he fivst 100 miles out of Ogden will be a
perfoct air line, galulne sixiy-oight miloa
pyer the present line from Ogden to Loray, »
point on the Southern Paciie When construce-
tion work begins on Salt lake, heavy timbor
for piles will be forwayded from Oregon vin
the Orogon Short Line.  Theso will be deliv-
erod ot the lako shore, whero stesm  barges
constructed for the purpose will receive
them and the work of driving will bogin by
means of pile drivers attached to the barges.

In this way the line aeross tho enst arm ot
the lake to Promontory will be constructed,
A distunce of live and onequarter miles, and
flat cars londed with drift and stone from
Little Round mountain will be conatantly
kopt busy dumping into the lake until a
OUNKBWNY I8 huiﬂ! to Promontory point. Pas-
sagewnvs will bo lett open at regular in-
vervals In this great ceusoway to allow
pusange for the Bear viver currents imto tho
south side of the lake. The dyke will e of
suMeient width to nllow of a double track
being laid the entire way neross,

From Promontory woestward to the far
shove, n distance of twenty.ane wiles, the
samo method will be pursucd in the constrie
tion, uod when finished the work will be one
of the most substuntial and stupendous on
the Atwerican continent,

The Mantinn Congress,

Datalled réports of  the procesdings of the
Montans 1rrigation congross give a different
color to' the action of the convention thin
thut indleated by the gispatchos. It is true
the convention declareid agaiust the Salt
Lake platform favoring cession of tho arid
linds to the respective stutes ana territories
This actlon was not delioerative. It was
had undler pressure of o cliquo undoer the
lead of Senator Power, who deljveresn him;
sell of many reeckless statements in his
specch.  Among other things he said e was
rofused o pluce on the senate Irvigation com-
mittee becanse ho did not endorse  segroga-
tion, so he took his rovenge by inducing tho
conveéntion to pronounce against the Salt
Lake plan. The action doos not rapreseut
the sentiment of the state, by any means,
Cireat alls  and Hutte papers eritieise the
convention  and ridicule the wssumption,
protty general in the convention, that the
nitional government will underiake a gen
ernl aystem of trrieation.

Resolutions wera adopted urging *‘the cre-
ation of a state irvigation and Immigra-
tion  commission, woich shall be appointed
by the governor, together with a state
engineer, which shall have power to divide
the state into districts according to natural
slopes: to prepare plans for the constriction
of the nocessary canals and reservoirs or
other works of any distriet, to have sole con-
trol of construction, to cause the organization
of any such districts by the election by the
legal voters of sucn district of flvo trustees,
who shall exercise the control of such canals,
reservolrs or other works after construetion,
isste bonds of such districts for construction,
levy toxes and otherwise vrovide sinking
fund, interest and repnirs, subject in all
cases to the laws of the state."

To Transfer Fort D, A, Russell,

Wasninaros, DL C., Jan. 17.—Mr. Clark of
Wyomiug introduced the following bill in the
nouse: Granting the state of Wyoming cer-
tain lands in the Fort D. A. Russell military
reservation for ngrienltural fair and inaus-
trinl exposition grounds, aod for other pur-
poses,

The wecratary of war is hereby aythorized
and empowered to setapart 100 acres of lands,
that moy no longer bo required for military
purposes, in the Fort D. A, Russell military
reservation, in the stato of Wyoming, for the
use of the said state for agricultural farre and
industrial exposition grounas, and for other
public purposes. That the lands so set apart
are hereby crunted to the state of Wyoming:
Provided, That If the saia state shall ay any
time permit tho said lands heraby granted to
be usod for any laurpusc not conteémplated by
this net, the said tands shall revert to the
United Suates,

Talking Out in Meoting,

in tho heat of devate in the San Jose, Cal,,
common council over the granting of o fran
chise for a steeet railroad, Hon., Dr. Broy-
foxlo intimated his suspicions tnat the appli
cant might sell the franchise to the Southorn
Pacifie ratlroud and “give 1t & chance to

Sugur Beots In Wyoming,

Systematic experiments with the wrowth
and value of sugar beets will be made in
Wyoming this yoar. In 1891 trial fields were
grown on the six experiment farms, Seventy
annlysnd yiclded an average of 15.70 per cent
of sugar, with a maximum of 2L15 per cent.
In view of these results, Prof. McLaren of
the Stato university pronoses an extensive
system of co-operative field trinls in all parts
of the state, Clrcalurs deseriptive of sugar
boet culture will be sent to all who take an
interest iutheir cultivation. [v Is expocted
that the experiments will result favorably
and determine the adaptability of tho state
to the caltivation of sugar boets,
